Traffic Badly Blocked. 


Chicago, April 9.—A break in the | 


unauthorized strike of switchmen 


and enginemen at Chicago, where it 


started nine days ago with a sub- 


sequent spread to a number of rail- 
road ceniers, was announced today 
hy A. A. Whitney, vice president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, who conferred with a commit- 
tee of strikes from the Chicago and 
northwestern railroad. 

The delegation was said to have 
told Mr. Whitney a vote would’ be 
taken within 24 hours’ with a view 
to ending the strike on é@hat rail- 
road by Saturday night. Brother- 
hood officers said,that a number of 
strikers returned to work. today, 
and predicted that the movement of 
freight in the Chicago area would 
be near normal by miéxt week. 

New Union Proposed. 

Leaders of the insurgents said 
the strike was not only not broken, 
but would be carried on until a new 
union was completed. 

Reports from rail centers 
throughout the country indicated 
nearly 20,000 railroad men were on 
strike. Frgight embargoes’ were 
declared in a number of cities by 
railroads affected by the walkout. 
Breaks in the strike were reported 
in a few places. Switchmen and 
brakemen on the Missouri Pacific 
railroad at Sedalia, Mo., who walk- 
ed out this morning, returned to 
work this afternoon: Railroad of- 
ficers in the New York afea report- 
ed that strikers were returning to 
New Jersey yards, where about half 
the workers quit their posts. 

Heads of the railroad brother- 
hoods tonight denounced the strike 
as purely an attempt to disrupt the 
old union. 

Important developments of the 
day were the ordering of an inves- 
tigation of the strike by the senate 
and an announcement by W. G. Lee, 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Nailroad Trainmen, that the broth- 
erhood »would oppose any attempt 
to settle the walkout by mediation. 

“We will resist every effort to 
settle this illegal strike by media- 
tion,” Mr. Lee said. “There is 
nothing to mediate with the insur- 
gents and the fight now is to pre- 
serve the fecognized labor organi- 
zation.” . 

Fight for Supremacy. 

The strike had become a clear- 
cut fight between the recognized 
railroad organizations and the rad- 
ical element among the rail work- 
ers, brotherhood officers said.

Advices from the Rhineland re- 
port that the French commander- 
in-chief in the area occupied by 
his troops has ordered all Germans 
to gsalut® the French flag dnd 
French officers, and that he threat- 
ens reprisals in the event there 
are fresh outbreaks. 

The arrival of fresh French 
forces throughout the day is *te- 
ported. Railway communicaticen be- 
tween the occupied area and the 
rest of Germany is still suspended. 
Strasbourg dispatches say new 
troops are steadily

“I believe in a league of nations 
not because it will end all war, but 
because it will minimize the possi- 
bility of war. I believe jn it be- 


“cause that is the belief of the con-: 


structive politicians, and 1 am on 


their side. 

“If the senate would take my ad- 
vice, and of course it will not, I 
should advise it to build up the 
strongest army in the world, and I 
would advise the British parllament 
to construct the greatest navy in 
the world, because the United States 
and Great Britain can minimize thes 
likelihood of war. They cannot pre- 
vent war, for there will be no real 
or universal peace until the coming 
of the Lord Jesus Christ; He alone 
is fit to be the head of the league 
of nations.” 

Gypsy Pat said that he did not 
think the world is getting better, 
but thought it was getting worse. 
He said hé despaired of ever seeing 
social equality, the absence of prof- 
iteering, the curbimg of capital or 
the abolition of poverty until the 
second coming of Christ. 

“We should take Great Britain's 
stand about profiteering,” he stated, 
“for over there if a man is obiiged 
to pay an exorbitant price for an ar- 
ticle, he ean take the profiteer ve- 
fore a tribunal and have him con- 
victed of making the exccssive 
charge. And he cannot only get the 
excess paid back to him, but he 
can nave the offender put into jail 
for tle offense.” 

There will be no revival meeting 
today, and tomorrow’s program will 
begin at 11 o’clock with an address 
on “Full Surrender,” and will in- 
clude a mass meeting for women 
only at 3 o’clock, and a sermon at

er He Had Delivered 
Vigorous Speech Against 
Peace Resolution. 


Washington, April 9.—Represent- 
ative Claude Kitchin, of North Caro- 
lina, democratic leader in the last 
congress, was stricken with a slight 
attack of paralysis on the left side 
today shortly after he had delivered 
a speech in the house opposing the 
republican peace resolution. Physi- 
cians said tonight that he was rest- 
ing easily, but that the seriousness 
of his condition could not be deter- 
mined for ten days. 

“he paralysis resulted from a clot 
on the right brain affecting his left 
side‘and with @ slight facial paraly- 
sis. It was produced by a high 
blood pressure and the unusual ex- 
ertion incident to delivering his 
speech, his physicians declared. 

Mr. Kitchin became ill severa! 
minutes after his speech. Going to 
the G@emocratic cloaK room, he told 
Representative Oldfield, of Arkan- 
sas, that he felt weak, but that he 
simply wanted to go to his office 
for a brief rest, planning to return 
to the house chamber to vote on the 
resolution. 

Representative Lazaro, of Louisi- 
ana. a physician, examined Mg, 
Kitchin and declared he hada slight 
paralytic stroke. Dr. Lewis J. Bat- !

KILLS EFFORT TO MAKE 
TRAINING COMPULSORY 


Twenty-Two Republicans

Washington, April 9%.—If the 
American youth between the ages 
of 18 and 21 wants to take four 
months off at government expense 
to learn the art of soldiering, and 
Within the five years after his tak- 
ing it do a month's duty in’ ma- 
neuvers, divided into two-week pe- 
riods, he may do so, as far as the 
States senate is concerned. 
By a vote of 46 to 9 that body to- 
day adopted an amendment to that 
effect, prepared by Senator Freling- 
huysen, of New Jcrsey, supplanting 
the original provision in the army 
reorganization bill which made that 
four months’ service compulsory. 

Thus ended the efforts of Senator 
Wadsworth, of New York; and his 
followers to make wniversal com- 
pulsory training a part of the na- 
tion’s military .policy. While the 
house of representatives has not yet 
passed on the bill, senate leaders 
were certain that it would meet a 
like reception. there, as the. hvuse 
is no more inctined to establish 
“conscription” than is the senate— 
and maybe even less so. 

How Senate Voted. 

Twenty-two republicans and. 24 
democrats voted for  volutitary 
training, which was proposed inan 
amendment by Senator Fveiing- 
huysen, republican, New Jersey.

Washington, April 9.—Congress 
must increase the pay of both of- 
ficers and men if the navy is to be 
“saved from disaster,” Rear Ad- 
miral Washington, chief of the bu- 
reau Of navigation, Geclared today 
before the senate committee inves- 
tigating the Sims-Daniels row. 

Failure of congress to act, he 
said, has resulted in wholesale de- 
sertjons of enlisted men and the 
resignation of hundreds of officers. 
The result is. he declared. that the 
navy is ina “bad way” and if cun- 
ditions continue it not only will be 
under-manned by 1921, but 90 per 
cent of those on the roster will be 


-inexperienced boys. 


Foreign countries have increased 
the pay in their navies, he said, 
adding: 

“y understand 
abroad are being 
money borrowed 
States.” 

The committee was told that the 
navy had been “going down hill” 
rapidly since July, 1919, and that the 
desertions in the last half of 1919 
totaled 4,666 men, including 1,060 
petty officers who had served more 
than one term of enlistment. I». 
January the desertions numbered 
898 and in February 765 and the 
rate shows no decrease at this time. 

Not only are the men leaving, Ad- 
miral Washington said, but cfforts 
to recruit the naval forces are 
meeting with poor success because 
of higher wages paid tin other 
trades and for service in the mer- 
chant marine. 

The officer situation also is “very 
bad,” the admiral said. Thousands 
of officers have resigned since the 
armistice and the resignations of 
1,450 have been accepted. Resigna- 
tion of 124 regular officers and hune 
dreds of temporary officers are 
pending. 

The navy medical corps is in 
worst condition in its higtory, 
admiral declared, 200 medical 
ficers having resigned since 
war. 

Fletcher Replies to Sima. 

Two years before the _United 
States joined the allies in {fie world 
war the navy general board pre- 
pared a comprehensive plan _ for 
war against a “central power” of 
Europe, Rear Admiral F. F. Fletch- 
er today told the committee. He 
was replying to Admiral Sims’ 
charge that when the United States 
entered the war the navy depart- 
ment had no “well considered” plans 
or policies for fighting Germany. 

Many such plans had been made 
in the past. Admiral Fletcher said, 
but the plan referred to “covered 
every phase of naval operations un- 
der the assumed conditions of war.” 
It dealt with the mobilization, or- 
ganization and composition of the 
fleet, its disposition and employ-

Frost Damage Slight and 
Exchange Anticipates 
10,000-Car Crop.

The Georgia peach growers are 
facing the most successful year in 
the history of the industry, is the 
opinion of the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change of Atlanta. Reports show 
that the damage to the peach crop 
in this state by the recent cold 


spell is negligible, while it has 
been learned that Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and Texas have siffered a 90 
per cent damage. It is estimated 
that the Colorado and Utah crops 
will be cut to half. 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange be- 
lieves the Georgia peach crop is 
facing a 10,000-car crop, a much 
larger volume than has ever been 
produced in this state. While the 
bloom in some parts of north Geor- 
gia was affected as high as 25 
per cent, this will not affect their 
production, as the bloom was much 
heavier than usual, it !s stated. 
South Georgia shows no apprecia- 
ble damage. That the volume of 
production will not be hurt this 
year was the report given out by 
the Georgia Fruit Exchange.

“The war is over now,” said Mise 
Robins, “and we feel that offences 
ofa political nature consisting onlv 
of opinions expressed in words 
spoken or written, as distinguished 
from direct incitation to violence, 
violence, or overt acts against the 
government, should be met with a 
general amnesty.”

Washington, April 9.—A prohibi- 
tion of cotton planting in portions 
of nine counties of Texas and in 
three parishes of Louisiana, com- 
prising an aggregate crop area of 
30,000 acres, was recommended by 
the federal horticultural board to- 
day as the only hopeful] means of 
exterminating the pink boll worm 
which has infected those districts. 
Unless curbed, the board reported, 
the insect wotild inevitably spread 
to other areas and would become a 
serious limiting factor in the pro- 
duction of cotton in the United 
States. 

In addition to the quarantine, it 
was announced that a _ regulated 
zone, 25 miles in width, be estab- 
lished around the non-cotton area 
in Texas with similar zones ten 
miles wide around “all oil mills in 
Texes known to have received seed 
during the last three years” frqm 
districts known to have been“in- 
vaded. The non-cot ae 
Texas includes all or portions of 
the counties of Jefferson, Chambers, 
ralveston, Brazoria, Harris, Liberty, 
Fort Bend, Jasper and Newton. The 
state, under the quarantine, also 
would continue to quarantine the 
counties of Presidio, Brewster, Kin- 
ney ard Maverick. 

Texas Governor to Aet., 

Governor Hobby has agreed to 
promulgate immediately the non- 
cotton zones indicated and take 
steps for the prompt establishment 
of the restricted zones referred to. 
He said he would convene the state 
legislature in extr°ordinary session 
during May for the purpose of mak- 
ing such amendments as may be 


uvccessary to the pink boll worm 
act of the state to carry out the 
action indicated and to make appro- 
priations for the reimbursement of 
planters in the non-cotton zones. 
The quarantine in Louisiana un- 
der the beard’s recommendation 
would include all of the parishes of 
Cameron, Calcasieu and Jefferson 
Davis. No regulated zone about this 
territory is deemed necessary by the 


board, but it recommended a ten 
mile zone about all oil mills in the 
State which have received seed 
within the last three years from 
infected areas. 

The authorities of Louisiana have 
already taken steps to provide and 
enforce such non-cotton zone and 
also fur the reimbursement of the 
losses'of planters in such gone as a 
result of this action, it was stated 
today. 


May Limit Quarantine. 


“Execution of this plan will make 
it possible, Secretary Meredith said, 
to limit federal quarantine to the 
non-cotton and the regulated zones 
described as to these two states, 
and the department will place no 
réStrictions on the interstate move- 
ment of cotton and cotton products 
out of the sections of Texas and 
Louisiana not included in the 
quarantined districts. . 

It is believed that it will be pos- 
sible to discontinue many if not al! 
of the regulated zones about oil 
mills in Texas and Louisiana which 
are under suspicion on account of 
having received seed from the in.- 
vaded districts in Louisiana should 
the thorough inspection of the sea- 
son of 1920 show absence of inva- 
Sion by the insect at these points. 

The quarantines and restrictions 
covering movement of products out 
of the non-cotton and regulated 
zones of the states of Texas and 
Louisiana apply to all cotton pro- 
ducts other than oil, including seed 
cotton and cotton lint—baled or un- 
baled—cotton seed, cotton seed hulls, 
cotton seed cake and meal, bagging 
and other containers that have been 
used with respect to cotton and In- 
clude also provision for such inspec- 
tion and cleaning of common car- 
riers, vehicles, ete. as may be 
necessary to prevent the accidental 
transportation of cotton seed.

ELABORATE DISPLA 
TO OPEN OLYMPIC MET 


Date for Inaugural Has Been 
Set for Saturday, Au- 


gust 14. 


Antwerp, April 9.—Elaborate cere- 
monies will mark the formal open- 
ing of the Olympic games here next 
August, according to the plans of 
the Belgian Olympic committee. The 
date for the inaugural has be2n 
set for Saturday, August 14, and 
the event will be followed by more | 
than two weeks of continuous com- | 
petition, in which the leading ath- | 
letes of close to thirty nations are 
expected to participate, 

The ceremonies will be much the | 


same as those which marked the be- 


ginning of the Olympic games at’: 


Stockholm in 1912. The athletes and! 


teams of every country entered will 
form outside the stadium proper 
and at a signal from the royal box 
a fanfare of bugles will announce 
the coming of ths men and women 
who on the following days will 
contest for Olympic honors. Each 
nation will be assigned a place in 
the parade, which will file past the 
roval box in a circuit of the run- 
ning track and later stand at at- 
tention on the field. 

The flag of each country will be 
borne in the forerank of that par- 
ticular section or group and the 
athletes will wear a distinctive ci- 
vilian uniform, which in the case 
of the United States team at Stock- 
holm consisted of white duck 
trousers and ties, blue sack coats 
and straw hats with a red. white 
and blue ribbon band. In passing 
the roya! hox, which will be occu- 
pied by the king, queen and royal 
prince of Belgium, the flag of each 
nation will be dropped in salute and 
the team members carry their hats 
or caps at attention, Titled and 
notable personages from all parts of 
the world are expected to be in at- 
tendance for the grand march of 
the nations and other ceremonies in 
connection with the opening of the 
stadium. 

-King Albert and Prince Leopola 
of Belgium will also attend the con- 
tests regularly, both in the malin 
stadium and those adjacent, which 
will be devoted to -¢pecial compe- 
tition such as swimming and bicy- 
cle races. A secondary stadium to 
seat 10,009 spectators is being con- 
structed for the aquatic events with 
a swimming pool 300 feet long, 60 
feet wide and 15 fect deep. It will 
be located on the outskirts of the 
city about twenty minutes walk 
from the athletic stadium. The ve- 
lodrome, where the bicycle races 
will be held, is a permanent sport 
fixture, having been uséd for cy- 
cling events in past seasons. The 
track is of concrete properly bank- 
ed for high speed.

“2. The signatory powers shall

that might give rise to interna- 
tional complications, whenever they 
cannot be settled by the members 
involved. In the event of a conflict 
arising between the signatory pow- 
ers and another nation not signa- 
tory to the court, and no agree- 
ment having been reached, the sig- 
Hatory powers shall place all the 
docuinents in the ense at the ais- 
posal of the court Which shafl pro- 
ceed as it deems best toward the 
settlement of the difficulty. Ii, 
unfortunately, this friendly settle- 
ment shouid fail, notice thereof

FOR COURT CONTEMPT 


Pittsburg, Kans., April 9.—Alex- 
ander M. Howat, president of Dis- 
trict No. 14, United Mine Workers 
of America, and three other district 
officials. were sent to trial by .Dis- 
trict Judge A. J. Curran here today 
for refusal to testify before the 
néw Kansas. industrial relations 
court. 

Howat and his three associates, 
who were charged with contempt 
of court, were taken to jail at: Gi- 
rard, Kans., late today. 

Judge: Curran's order provided 
that ‘they shall remain in jail until 
they agree to answer questions pro- 
pounded to them by the industrial 
relations court, or until they shall 
be released on bon’ pending an ap- 
peal to the state supreme court. 
What the next step on the part of 
counsel for the men would be had 
not been announced tonight. 

Besides Howat the district union 
officials sent to jail py Judge Cur- 
ran were August Dorchy, vice presi- 
dent; Thomas Harvey, secretary- 
treasurer, and Robert Foster, au- 
ditor. 

The controversy arose with the 
decision of the industrial court to go 
into the Kansas mine fields to make 
a personal investigation of condi- 
tions there, including wages. rela- 
tion of production and income, liv- 
ing conditions and the relations of 
the individual miners and overators. 
The action followed thé filing of a 
request for such an investigation by 
Richard J. Hopkins, attorney g¢n- 
eral, on. behalf of the miners. The 
hearing was first set for March 6, 
but later was postponed to April 5. 

When the industrial court con- 
vened here last Monday twenty- 
five subpoenaes were-issued for mine 
officials and leaders in addition to 
many miners. Howat and four oth- 
er officers refused to recognize the 
subpoenaes. Attorney General Hop- 
kins then appealed to Judge Curran, 
who issued a bench order directing 
Howat and three of the offi- 
cials to appear before the indus- 
trial court forthwith. The fourth 
was out of thé state. Again they 
refused. They were then cited for 
contempt of court and their hear- 
ings set for this morning.

PLEASES DANIELS 


Washington, April 9.—Declaration 
of the North Carolina democratisz 
state convention yesterday in favor 
of ratification of the woman suf- 
frage amendment means “it is all 
over but the shouting,” Scretary 
Daniels said in a telegram sent to- 
day to Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt. 
president of the Nationai, Woman 
Suffrage association. 

“The North Carolina legislature,
